a year is approximately $500,000,000. 
Aud every dollar of this sum comes 
from the farm er’s pocket, for he is 
tho one great producer who cannot 
add the haulage expense to his w’ares, 
for the prices he gets are on a de­ 
livered basis. 
"I believe that if every farmer W’ould 
take pencil and paper and figure the 
amount in tons of the produce and 
stock he markets in a year, multiply 
it by the number of miles he must haul 
it to market, multiply the total by 25, 
which is about the average haul­ 
ing cost a ton a mile, and then 
consider 
that he could save nearly 
half of this amount every year if 
he 
had 
concrete 
or 
other 
hard 
roads all the way to his market, he 
would become an earnest igood-roads 
worker. 
“And this actual dollars and cents
